Bannerets and 
streamers float over the principal down- 
town streets. National flgs hang from 
their masts on tha house-tops and from 
the shipping in the harbor. 
Public 


buildings and private residences display 
the emblems of the Grand Army, the 
Loyal Legion, the Army of the Potomac 
and the Woman's Belief Corps. The 
Chronicle btiilding is elaborately decor- 
ated in honor of the Grand Army 
guests. 
Looking up Market street 


through the triumphal arch, between 
Kearney street aud Grant Avenue, the 
Hcene is particularly bright aud enliven- 
ing. Altogether the city has not pre- 
sented such a picturesque anpsiuaucs 
since (he day of the Triennial Conclave 
of the Knights Templar. In the Park 
and on the lawns of some of the piivate 
residence grounds the art of the land- 
scape gardener has been called iuto 
requisition, ID uourly every casa with 
happy results.

Sixty millions of People Utterly I»e-

The Biver and Harbor bill is iu a 


critical state. Its life is still uncertain. 
Tho House refused by a vote of 102 to 
135, to agree to the three or four canal 
projects in the bill. The Conference 
Committee had recorntmmdsd a com- 
promise, but this was rejected. Two of 
the House oouferrees resigned, 
and 


Alarkham, of California, and Glover, of 
Blissonri, were appointed in their stead. 
The fate of the bill is largely in the 
hands of Markham. A strong pressure 
will be brought to bear oil him to insist 
ou the Heunspin caual compromise. 
He formerly resided in the uectiou to be 
twnefited by the canal, aud tho friends 
of the cnual worked to get him ou tha 
Committee on Bivers and Harbors at 
the beginning of the sesbifln. It is 
thought that the chances are against the 
bill, but if the couferrees prove pliable, 
it may yet survive lU stoiray voyage. 


The Sweet-Wine bill is at last up be- 


iore the Senate. It was taken up Satur- 
day afternoon, ^and as soon as it was 
the recognized order a motion was made 
to go into executive session. It was the 
business when the_Sonate met yesterday. 
Mr. Wetmore thinks the biil will cer- 
tainly pass tho Senate and he has began 
to work the Ways and the Means Com- 
mittee in the House to get a favorable 
report on it when it gets into that body. 
If Congress continues in session for 
another week it is quite probable that 
the bill will become u luiv at this ses- 


Following is an editorial article which 


appeared in the Now Yoik Tiibniie of 
last Saturday : 


The official of immigration at princi- 


pal ports during the last fiscal year has 
just been made. Unfortunately, 
it 


omits the immigration from Canada and 
Mexico altogether, (he present admin- 
istration having preferred to give no in- 
formation regarding the additions to 
population from either quarter because 
defects in the law render it impossible 
to give absolutely accurate information. 
Hoace the public is compalled to guess 
at the increase of British America, 
which during the last fiscal year was 
38,600. Tho immigration from Mexico 
is insignificant. The total number of 
immigrants reported from six principal 
districts, nsnnlly about 96 per cent, of 
the entire immigration, was 328,017 for 
the last year, a decline of G per cent, 
compared with, (.he year preceding. As- 
suming thitt Sljer^ has been as great a 
decrease in the immigration from Cana- 
da also, whijh is not quite probable in 
views of events chronicled during the 
year, the addition to population by for- 
eign immigration must have been Dot 
legs than 31)3,217 during tho last year. 


The must accurate estimate yet made 


of the iucrease oi' population from year 
to year is by adding 2 per cent, for in- 
crease by excels of births over deaths 
and the number of immigrants, from 
other countries. 
Beckoning on that 


method from the census of 1880, it ap- 
pears that tho population of the United 
States July 1, 188G, is 60,025,000, It is 
presumably a little larger, because the 
estimate for transported immigration is 
probably low. Undoubtedly the United 
States now has more than 60,000,000 of 
people. 
China has about seven times as 


many iuhabitaats, British ludia has 
about four and one-fourth times as many, 
and (he Czar of Bussia rules over about 
66 percent, more subjects than the in- 
habitants of this country. But except- 
ing these the United States surpasses all 
nations in population, having one-third 
more than Germany had at the Inst cen- 
sus. Prance aud Austro-Huagary num- 
bering about 37,500,000, have together 
about a quarter more than the popula- 
tion of the United States. GreatBritam, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, and Spain, 
taken together, but slightly outnumber 
this nation; Italy, Greece, Koumania, 
aud Turkey, also together, slightly out- 
number the United States. 
But this 


nation is gaining rapidly, wbilo no olh«v 
considerable power la advancing nt 
nearly the same rate. 


Sixty millions of people—utterly de- 


fenseless in all their rich seaports, be 
cause demagogues in Congress fancy 
that the people prefer economy to the 
means of self-defense. 
Sisly-millions 


of people—who produce more and con- 
sume more than any other population of 
100,000,000 on earth, because the Bepub- 
hcan system of protection has not yet 
been broken down by repeated assultb 
of the putty now in power. Sixty mill- 
ions of people—dependent 
on 
the 


charity of foieigners for the transporta- 
tion of our mails to some foreign coun- 
tries, because a reform administration 
refuses to obey a law enacted a, year ago 
to provide more liberally thau before ior 
the needs of commeire. Sixty millions 
of people—who are ruled b3' about a 
third of their number in sixtt-uu States, 
because the coiibtitu'iou and laws of the 
nation are iu those States bysteiuatically 
violated. 


The Democrats in the House are deter- 


mined to take up the two Chinese meas- 
ures—one granting indemnity to the vic- 
tims of the Wyoming riots and the other 
the amended Morrow bill. It has been 
said that this bill has been ruined by the 
House Committee. This is hardly true. 
It extends exclusion for ten years, aud 
perfects very much the methods of en- 
forcing the Act. Some of the most 
radical phases of the measure were elim- 
inated, yet there is much good in it as it 
stands now.

in San Francisco for the campaign of 
1886. The editor says the aim and object 
of the Be publican is to be what ita title 
implies—a true
